This is an inquiry to the individual women who might he interested in adding her 
single hut effective voice to the concerted effort now being made hy many groups 
to make an immediate appeal to Congress to STOP FURTHER EXPERIMENTING WITH THE 
HYDROGEN BOMB. 

It is felt that our scientists have done enough experimenting, surely, to know 
what we have. We certainly don't need a deadlier weapon. We hear about islands 
being sunk, either intentionally or unintentionally, ashes being scattered over 
unanticipated areas, radio-activity possibly contaminating friendly neighbor's 
bodies, vegetation and live-stock. We hear, too, that the ashes do not get blown 
away into space but go up to the earth's ceiling-like atmosphere and must, in ; 

time, come down. 

We who are interested in this movement do not say that we should throw away the 
bomb. Peace organizations have tried that and failed because of "Adequate Defense" 
reasons. Nor should anything be said FOR OR AGAINST whether we should,go to war 
if we are attacked. If one is interested in writing one's own appeal, or^better 
still, an appeal from the WHOLE family, listing children's names and ages, it 
might be better to use the es^ression that many groups are using.. ."Let's puulyn--.^ 
the brakes and stop further experimenting with the H bomb"...might be the most ' 
effective. When a momentum is gotten up in the wrong direction and one wishes to 
reverse that momentum...the ONLY thing that can be done is to come to a FULL STOP 
BY PUTTING ON THE BRAKES. 

NOW...we who are interested in this appeal DO NOT say that we are NOT in favor of 
peace...BUT...let's start at the bottom rung of the ladder and try to climb up. 

IF the American people are aroused to the point where their voices must be listened 
to...WHO is to say that perhaps the next old-fashioned type war that seems apparently 
to be in the offing, if one is to judge by the old familiar pattern of newspaper 
and radio and television announcements that are already in evidence, might be averted. 
Is it too idealistic to suppose that if the people who are concerned with such things 
see that we mean business about the bomb experimenting...they might, also consider 
that we won't sit still for another war, either. AND perhaps, if we stand up to be 
heard in this instance (for the first time in many, many years) might it not give r!! 
the other peoples of the world, who used to look to the American people for leader- / 
ship before we (the only nation to do so) dropped the bombs on human beings in — 

war-fare, courage to stand up, too. Maybe the peoples of the world can save 
themselves from total destruction. 

The groups who have been contacted directly are: Michigan League of Women Voters, 
Dearborn Michigan Branch of the AAUW (University Women), Zonta Club (an International 
Business Women's group), the YWCA, the PTA, the Detroit Round Table of Christians 
and Jews, the Detroit Council of Chijrches, the Supt. of Schools in Dearborn, 

Michigan and Detroit and the National Education Association through its Michigan 
outlet in Lansing...(all local organizations advised to pass a resolution to 'suggest 
to their national parent that an immediate appeal be made by THEM to Congress.) 

So far only women's groups (outside of educational sources) have been contacted... 
However, there is no attempt to make this exclusively a Mother's March on Science. . 
or even a potential Mothers' League of Nations... If any man, individually or through 
a service-club wishes to chime his voice in with the others, he is certainly invited 
to do so.... After all, the men are the fathers and brothers and uncles of the 
children to whom we will pass on these unsettled conditions if we do not straighten 
them out in ovir own lifetime. AND the men are the ones through the years and 
milleniums of warfare who have fought the battles in good faith while the women 
have remained home to' weep. 

Copies of this letter will go out to an important women's organization in every- 
country possible including Russia. If women will take advantage of the freedom that 
Science has afforded them by freeing them from their kitchens in most cases, perhaps 
we might, for the sake of our children's future welfare, have a.voice in saying how 
we feel Science should make use of its discoveries. 

SO...again it is reiterated that if we as individuals or members of groups or families 
get busy and get our appeals off to Congress and say "Let's put on the brakes' and 
stop fvirther experimenting with the H bomb" ... perhaps we'll be able to do that and 
get atomic energy converted to the benefit of mankind instead of its destruction...- 
and only God knows how much more. 


Such things as freedom of the press, freedom of petition and the voice of the people 
heard throughout the land with th|^help-*-of‘God Ganj-s,tiJL.,br.ing:f.orth miracles. 

Let's get busy on it right away.

AS OPEN LETTER TO THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES; 

Mr, President; Sept. 22, 

As citizens of Detroit and vicinity, we request audience with you regarding the coming of 
Space ships to this earth. Many of us have seen these objects; so have others both in this 
country and on foreign soil. 

To us it matters little whether these be called "UFO's” (unidentified flying objects) space 
ships, fireballs, flying saucers or any other name. The point is that they are continuously 
coming, and they are being observed both here and abroad. 

It appears that our government with far greater facilities for observation than any indivi¬ 
dual is perfectly aware of such phenomena, but has adopted a policy of silence and secrecy 
in regard to them. We understand that certain individuals within the Defense Department 
are afraid of announcing the facts to the citizens for fear of panic. 

Mr. President, we feel that this policy is false, fear-provoking and entirely mistaken for 
the following reasons: 

1. We believe that these phenomena are of a magnitude and importance such as to 
warrant the utmost openness and cooperation between government and citizenry. 

2. We believe that the present policy of silence and secrecy is a reflection on 
the intelligence and loyalty of the American citizen. 

3. We believe that this policy not onl 3 ’’ encourages fear and lack of confidence in 
government, but. leads to exploitation by unscrupulous publishers and opportunistic 
individuals who prey upon the natural curiosity of the American citizen. 

4. We do not understand by what right certain public servants, utilizing the tax¬ 
payers ' facilities for information and observation, gather facts relative to 
these phenomena, and then fail to properly inform the public. 

5. Other countries have already acknowledged these phenomena and have publicly 
appointed governmental commissions to investigate, collect information and report 
to the people. 

Mr. President: We, therefore, call upon you, our trusted leader, to utilize the great 
.powers of your office to change this shameful and unamerican policy of silence and secrecy. 

We ask that our government come forward and make an honest and forthright acknowledgment 
of these phenomena, and inform the citizens of such pertinent facts as are now available. 

In return, the citizens then would be willing to report sightings and contacts which other¬ 
wise would remain concealed because of fear of ridicule or rebuff by government agencies. 


This cooperation between the government and its citizenry would clear the atmosphere of feai 
and suspicion, would renew confide^e in our public offic ials, and pa ve th e way t o a be tter 
understanding and evaluation of these ~great, phenomena .' ■ ' ..

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I don’t exactly know how to write a report on this 
meeting so I hc^e you will put up with my poor efforts. 

Besides my wife and I the following ^tended: 

R uth Baia.ev._^a nd friend Ruth Lo/kout (Mispelled) 

Mr, Bailey calledand said he could ’not attend because of 
a previous engagement. Later on Mr, Hobart called and said 
Marxer had some tapes he would like to pick up and would I 
mind if he attended, 

I don’t see how^I can possibly cover all the talk that 
took place. The meein*g started about 8:20 p,m. with Bailey 
starting out by saying she was an athies^ I suppose,to get 
a rise out of my wife or myself. But the conversation boil¬ 
ed down to three things, Religeon, Science and double talk. 

The religeous part from a layman standpoint you could under¬ 
stand the pros and cons. The science was to deep for me as 
a layman. The double talk is what got me, I don’t know any¬ 
thing more then I read in the newspapers and hear on radio 
and television about subversives. B ut I felt and at times 
I^as sure the talk was subversive,~You had to read inbetween 
t he lines and catch the part aimed^lct youF'cLirec'Cio n. i. 
don ’ t like these paruicuiar people .and they are no^ the kind 
. we would have for friends. The talk was fantastic as I expect- 
it to be, I am firmly convinced after listening to them that 
there is no such thing as a flying saucer. If the groups that 
are formed and there is supposed to be some 20 of them, and 
they carry on in the light they did at my house what a beau¬ 
tiful set up they have for spreading the gospel. 

One of the things in the double talk was that if a fly¬ 
ing saucer should land we were to protect the occupants against 
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Now this is only one statement among many. But if any 
strange craft should land how would we know if they are 
friend or foe but we should protect them anyway. This 
probably sounds as silly to you as it does to me writing 
it and that is what I mean by saying its hard to make' a 
report. 

Marxer did say she started in this business some time 
ago. At that time she was getting up a petition to Wash¬ 
ington to stop atomic experment explosions. Then someway 
or other got in with,^M^^^«4^wn in California. Someplace 
along the line AdamsSis^ed into this and with the little 
bit of information am^'^iJite know how. ^e is attached to 
the scientific and spiritual end and then at time to the 
double talk too. f 


It seemed to my wife and I that we were being qualified. 

We got off with the understanding my wife was ready to crown 
me because I believed in such things as flying saucers. This 
was prearranged between my wife and I. It worked just right, 
from the opening remarks she was completely ignored by them 
and at the same time took no part in the conversation, just 
listened. They finially left about 2:30 a.m. As they were 
all driving separate cars I told Marxer I would wait to hear 
from her before going ahead. Bhe said she would have me over 
to her house soon. S he said sne*~ghVj13^a^*ift^ngg'§^he~~t^lephone ^ 
c ause it was getti ng to hot. a'iow thats the aouDie talk again 
I don't know if^sneTiSFairt 'men "from outer space arthat someone 
was on her line. She did say however I should wait for awhile 
about another meeting. They have sold tickets at their last 
public meetingfor the next public meeting to be held at Masonic 
Auditorium. She did not see how they could get the advertised 
speaker or how they was going to keep up because of the public 
feeling being stired up etc. 

I will repeat I think this is a subversive group. I don’t 
know the connection, ir any between~i:1i§ l T "spe - al ce i» ' B ~ or a nd this 
local group. I don't know if they will carry on with me or not. 
I am not going to push but just wait to see if anything else 
happens. I know this, as an individual I can be ruined in my 
community by being even associated with flying saucers let 
alone anything else that could develope. But where my country 
is concerned my feelings are secondary. Now I will give you 
some double talk I CAN'T PROOVE THIS GROUP IS SUBVERSIVE.

I will continue to seek as much information as I can long 
as you will put up with this kind of a report. I hope I 
am wrong and they ^ust turn out to he goofy people, hut 
believe me it was a strange meeting and the tenseness that 
prevailed was noticahle. At time Marxer seemed to talk 
directly to me and at other times to the two girl_s, Hohart 
just sat as if it was old stuff. They all acted secretly 
as if they expected the hoogy man to jump up from behind 
the curtains. 

The Ramho women, I have never met, she was the first 
cont^t over the phone and later feer name was passed on through 
the Club Sec. She called about ih 6:30 p.m. that night and 
told, my wife that she would not be there. My wife said she 
sounded scared. She claimed and blaimed her work for not be¬ 
ing able to attend and then she finially said she was re¬ 
signing. I never did get the chance to meet her. She quit 
before she started. She knew Marxer and quoted her several 
times over the phone. These people attending, knew each other 
and apparently attended these meeting before. My wife and I 
were the only strangers. 

Again I apologise for this poor report, I could do much 
better in person. My wife and I would gladly follow any in¬ 
structions.

I called li^^a Marxer tod^y to let her know I was 
going to be at the Group Leaders meeting tonight. It is 
scheduled for 8 p.m. We held a lengthy conversation on 
the phone, much to my surprise. 

She advised me she was resigning from the Board of 
Directors of the Flying Saucer Club. She claimed to much 
outside interference had been taking place and too she 
had to eat, infering she did not get any money for her 
work of being Vice-Presiden and organizing 20 groupes 
such I have joined. She said she had met a couple of 
gentlemen and she is going to show the movie "The Day 
the Earth Stood Still" around the State. She will also 
tell of her experience of Flying Saucers etc. 

The double talk I referred to in my earlier reports 
started about this time. I tried to write down some of 
what was said and this is all or a few of what I wrote; 

"People that play with universal laws like little 
boys that play with fire might get burned" 

"Many atomic explosions taking place all over the 
earth are causing earthquakes, floods etc. and the 
people are not being told of this"

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Of course there was other things stated that I couldnt write 
down fast enough. I started a new approach, appealing directly to 
her. I told her she had sort of become my ideal on this thing and 
now that she was resigning from the Sauuer Club I would probably 
lose all interest. She assured me it was not a good thing to get 
to interested in one person. That there would be maiy other just 
as interesting as her. She would still be a member of the Club 
and would attend meetings in all probability. And if I cared to 
call her for inspiration I should feel free to but she did’nt see 
how she could call me. She said she has been overworking and her . 
Doctor advised her to take it easy. I repeated I did not think I 
would remain interested in this thing if she was not there. She 
said she was sure I would like the very interesting people, all 
group leaders, that I would meet tonight. She said the reason to 
organize such groups - as I belong to was to band together the lead¬ 
ers of each of these groups. 


She stated at another time that Adamski in California, as far 
as she was concerned was her God, Admitting all his earthly faults 
he was still tops. 


I told her I would be at the meeting tonight all ears and if 
I looked at her with stars in my eyes she would know how I felt. 

I hope I did'nt over do this part. I don't know how this sounds 
to you but I feel silly wri ting it.

Andrews home last night I am happy to say that no indicat- 
ion of a subversive nature was apparent. 

About seventeen people attended of which 6 of these 
vrere husband and wife teams and one lafly brought a friend, 
this would make a total of I3 leaders out of over 20 groups, 

Laura M^xer arrived with Heiuy M;aday and Dolores/coyne

Marxer did not give out on the double talk, nor did any¬ 
one else for that reason. It seems the purpose of the meeting 
was to decide on how to handle several issues that have been 
coming up at the group meetings. One,-the religious view and 
two group representation to the Board of Directors of the 
Saucer Club, It seems that much dissension has taken place at 
the meetings and now it has to brought out into the open and 
a stand has to be taken or there will be so much hard feelings 
that bad publicity will result. This took much time discussing, 

I should say in all fairness that it was handled Intelligently 
v/ith no thought of hurting any orthodox religion. Reference 
should be made when necessary to God as a whole and not necess- 
aril^y as quoted from a particular bible or faith. It should be 
the ability of the Group Leader acting as Chatenan to control 
these things, \ 

The second part of the meetln^I^was spert on determining 
how to get group representatioh'^fen^tm Board, It v/as kicked o 
around and filially left up to Mady^ Marxer and Coyne to pick 
a man and a ViTcmian and the learners ^«5uld T^ote on the choice.

Sc hus.tjer 
a leader (3022 Chalmers, Det, l5.)of forei^*Birln 
before Marxer etc, arrived that Hoffman v/as against these 
meetings (private) because it seems they (Saucer Club) ha% 
been accus^ed of subversive activities in these meetingsV^ He 
said the persons that start these rumors should be dealt v/ith 
in person ? VJhen Marxer arrived this talk was reviewed and she 
samd that was not the reason at all, but rather, the feeling 
that has come about pertaining to the religious angle, Hoffman 
thought this would be bad publicity and something should be 
done about it. As you know I was impressed during Schuster’s 
oration (about 10 minutes without interruption) and tried to 
look bored, 

I have been told and I don’t know how good the authority 
is that Maday used to be a preacher for some church. Last night 
he sure sounded like it, his philosophical religious triuirqp^a 
I^lired forth eloquently. He quoted from the Catholic, Jev/, Prot¬ 
estant and Agnostic. 

Yi/hile the discussion v/as on the subject of the groups be¬ 
ing accused of being subversive Maday had this to say. At work 
a cohort had told him that there was some talk of the gxiSHp: 

Saucer Club being communistic. This of course made Maday very 
mad. The cohort said he did’nt believe it was true but the very 
thought of it and having Maday associated with it did not. make 
him feel very good. He, the cohort, also said one of the Board 
member V/AS a member of the Commianist Party. Maday denied this 
this v/ay. He said he would not mention the mans name or the 
cohort's but he would vouch for the accused due to the fact that 
he had Imow his (accused) Father had been very active in the 
Republican Party last year here in Detroit. He told the cohort 
that this accuser should see Maday immediately or shut his mouth 
on these false accusations. He said of course d)t was true that 
Fellow Travelers could infiltrate into the Discussion Groups and 
he did’nt knov/ how they could handle such a thing if it did come 
about. Another thing he mentioned at another time was that Ric, 
Wilkinson had moved to Detroit, (Y/ilkinson v/as the speaker at 
several public meetings in the past), 

Although my thought last night was the double talk was lack¬ 
ing, the undercurrent was still there. The people, v/ith a few ex¬ 
ceptions were a peculiar lot, most of foreign birth and sharp. 

You can’t tell people by their facial expressions. I have concludr* 
ed that this IS a subversive organization OR a new religious group 
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in— making . It seems to all stem ’back to Adamski in Cal¬ 
ifornia, tiein g utT" the" spAfekfet^^ Uliat app i s -gr r" aL uubllc mootin g 
v j ith 4;iiB kind wo rds they have tio say aooT^t Adamski and the 
rjic-c -pnat iiiar xe r pushes nim constantl y i s apparent to me tha t 
s^e y/here axong Tihe line they are tied in together. It may be 
a gooa Idea to watcn Vl/ilkinson's aotivx'Dies nere in Detroit, 
it may be that the Detroit Plying Saucer Club id building up 
over and beyond anybodys expectations and they need a little 
help from the “Brothers" man, Adamski, Purely a guess on my 
part. 



Maday stated too that had the massed landings that Marxer 
had the feeling about that v/as to have landed in Detroit in 
October taken place that we the Group Leaders would have been 
the first to know about it. The fact that they did’nt take 
place was unexplanable but thats the way it is v/ith the Plying 
Saucer business (Double talk) Marxer wrote to Adamski and told 
him about it and he said she should never predict any foirther 
than 30 days ahead and sometimes that was’ent good either. 
Marxer thinks she is in the dog house with Adamski, Maday said 
that from the public stand point it was just as v/ell that we 
v/ere the only ones to know this was tentatively planned{Massed 
landings in Detroit), Our Host insisted that v/e leave early 
he had to be up for v/ork at 6 am and could not afford to lose 
his sleep. The meeting was over at li;l5 pm and I left immed¬ 
iately, saying goodnight, rapidly, tguMaday, Coyne and Marxer.

On Hove'fiber 23, 1954 BUD lOODIIAN, reporter for the 
Detroit Free Press, called this office and talked to the writer 
and stated he had sorae more material concerning the Plying Saucer 
Club and he "iTOuld be glad to send it over to us if we were as 
interested in the organization as they thought x-ne should be. 

I advised him we would be interested in receiving any material he 
or anyone else wished to submit. 



Mr. GOODMAN then stated that his paper was interested 
in rinaning a story on the Plying Saucer Club and he wondered whether 
they would be able to put a -statement in it to the effect that 
the FBI is investigating the organization. The writer advised 
Mr. GOODMAN that they should very definitely not make such a. 
state-'-nent inasmuch as it would be strictly conjectural o'n the 
part of anyone who made it. Mr. GOODMAN then inquired whether 
it would harm us if the Free Press ran a story on the organization 
without making any reference to the Bureau. The writer advised 
Mr. GOODMAN that a reply to'such a statement should most properly 
co’->e from Mr. HcINTlRE, the SAC, and I advised Mr. GOOD'iAN that 
we x-jould call him later concerning the matter. 

After discussing this matter x-rlth the SAC, the xfriter 
called GOODi'iAN at the City Desk of the Free Press and advised him 
that \ie had no position in this matter and it would make no 
difference one x^ray or another to us xiihether the story x-jas rvm 
by lis paper. With respect to any statement concerning this 
Bureau investigating the organization, the X'jriter reiterated that 
such a statement would be strictly conjectural. 

Mr. GOOD24AN stated that he appreciated the ansx-jers and 
would also like to knox-j x\rhether he would be off base if he made a 
statement in his article concernin'; vjhother the organization is 
subversive. The xjrlter advised GOOD? AN that this Bureau is- not 
at liberty to ansx'jer a question of that type and expected that 
he would draxiT no conclusions in viex'j of oxxr inability to ansxfer.

Mr. GOODMAH also Inquired x-jhether he viould be able to 
retrieve soroe of the pamphlets of the oro:anization, x-jhich he 
and his office had previously submitted to this Bureau, for the 
purpose of photostating them and using them in the article. I 
advised him x^e Xirould not be able to make these pamphlets available 
to him, very probably Inasmuch as most of them x-rould have been 
serialized, or date staraped, or possibly x-jould carry some x^rltings 
on them. He stated he realized this and they xg-ould have to get 
along X'Tith x^rhat material they have on hand. He said he x^^ould 
submit to us the ma.erial he presently has Dn hand after they 
have finished x-jith it.

In each instance the stuff is mimeographed. The literature put 
out under the name of Dr. Laughead’s name has his name and address 
stamped at the top, and is signed by him. The other literature 
has no signature or no letterheading. There is some merit to the 
religious aspects invoked, but I sense a doctrine of fear inter¬ 
woven in the material and a doctrine of complacency, both of which 
could possibly have an effect of neutralizing our young people on 
basic Americanism.

My understanding with Mr. O’Gara was that my son (from whom I got 
this material) would not be approached or involved except through 
me. He was just recently drawn into this because of his interest 
in Flying Saucers. He has just finished five years in the Army. 

I lost my other son last year on duty as a Jet Fighter pilot. I 
do not want to lose this one through what could be construed as 
meddling on my part. On the other hand, it is not at all imposs¬ 
ible that he could be enlisted to assist us, and certainly you can 
count upon me to do anything within my capacity. 

I may be unduly alarmed, but I do not like the thought that Flying 
^^aucer classes have been started on the campuses of many univer¬ 
sities and that this stuff is being disseminated through them. You 
are best able to determine whether I am over-suspicious or not. 

For credentials, the writer was chief assistant Secretary of State 
of Michigan for two years, was Detroit’s first inter-racial director, 
and served three terms on the executive council of the Episcopal 
diocese of Michigan. I mention this merely to avoid being labeled 
a crackpot. 

If I can serve you further, please do not hesitate to call upon me.

The words are not mine; the authority behind them is not mine* ay 
commission is to get the story out and help prepare the people for 
coming events, I have accordingly put the essence of the thing into 
a story. The excerpts are only a fev/ from a large volume of lessons 
which have come through and which will be appearing in book form in - 
the near future. The story is presented for publication with no 
strings attached, but only xidth the profound hope that perhaps* a few 

may be moved to act^ 

The date of the magnetic cataclysm is given as very, very near, A , 
preview of the real shovf occurred in Assam and Tibet in August 1950.* 

As a final word,, allow me to pass on to you, the publishers, this

Those 
who write are teachers of very high evolvement, beaming the Earth, with lessons 
for those who are to help user in the New Age, Others too are enrolled and 
Mrs. Martin sends the lessons on to them for study; and the class is growing. 

On August first a group of twelve friends were directed to go to O’Mare Field 
to watch for a possible saucer siting. As they picnicked along the road, 
watching gets take off, a man appeared out of nov/here along the road, Mrs.

Subjects Detroit Flying Saucer Club 


Gentlemen: 


Relative to our conversation with your Mr. Smith, the follow¬ 
ing things have transpired between myself and people of the Detroit 
Flying Saucer Clu^ 

January 6. 1955 ^ 

By chance, I met Mr. Henry Maday in a restaurant this evening. 

I asked him if he received my note regarding the letter I received 
from Thissaly Miller in Clarkston, Michigan, He said he was awfully 
sorry about this incident and of course, it was wrong for Miller to 
send out a letter such as this. He said he phoned her and advised her 
not to do things like this - it was not right, nor was it according 
to the MASTER’S plan. Then he remarked that the trouble with the 
Michigan State College Professor's recent incident with the news¬ 
papers and the lady in Chicago, was that only ONE person knew of 
the things he advocated. And that was why it failed ITS NOT ACCORD¬ 
ING TO THE MASTER’S PLAN THAT ONLY ONE PERSON HAS THE ANSWER AS TO 
WHAT IS GOING TO TAKE PLACE, 

I then told him about my losing my job. But unlike I explained 
it to Mr, Smith. I made him think it wa^ because of my association 
with the Detroii Flying Saucer Club, Se^Md it was a shame and something 
should be done about such things as this^I told him to forget it, that 
the damage was- done and anything I did now would only make matters worse. 
He agreed. Out of sympathy, he asked me if I would take and sell tickets 
at the box office of a lecture he was putting on. He vrould pay me five 
dollars if I would consent to. This afforded me another opportunity to 
be with him and I consented. This was for the following night at North¬ 
land Center in the Northland Community Auditorium Concourse, The 
lecturer was Admiral MacMillan, the Artie Explorer, (Announcement 

I sold 30 tickets at the door at $1,65 each and collected another 
58 tickets sold elsewhere at the same price. We counted ten people, prox, 
that were there free of charge. Total attendance based on a fast count 
were about 98 people. This of course was a failure as far as the box 
office was concerned. 

After the lecture, Mr, Maday introduced me to the Admiral, During 
the course of the conversation. Admiral MacMillan was talking about the 
Seals and Walruses, He mentioned they had poor eyesight and of course 
swam -under water. And under the water they could communicate with one 
another by what he guessed was mental telepathy. Then he turned to Mr, 
Maday and said"Thats the same as we were talking about THOSE PEOPLE 
have developed a means of communicating without speech," My thought at 
this point was that Maday was filling the old gentleman with outer space 
talk at one time or another, I am sure the Admiral did not swallow this 
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Stuff and was ju^t polite about the whole thing. 

Right here I would like to say that it was a great honor for me to 
meet this very fine person - this great, great man. And certainly I 
want you to understand that this honorable Gentleman is in no way, 
as far as I know, connected with the Flying Saucer deal. It is hard 
for me even to mention his great name in such a report as this. 

Except for the fact that he was associated with Mr* Maday in this 
program his name would never be associated by me with the Saucer Deal, 
Please try to understand my feelings in this respect. 

After all was over and we were getting ready to go home Mr, 

Maday thanked me and asked me if it would be possible to come back 
again Saturday evening, I said I would and left for home. Aside from 
a few joking references between Maday and I, nothing unusual took 
place at this lecture. Saucers etc. 


This night I met a few saucer people, Mr, and Mrs, Andrews, 

Group Leaders were'''ther. They asked me what was new and if any meet¬ 
ings \-feTe in the wind, I said no, not to my knowledge, but maybe we 
should get something going. They felt the same way and asked for my 
home phone number and address. They thought they might get a meeting 
going in their home, I met Dolores M, Coyne, saucer club secretary. 

She said everything was quiet since the last meeting fell through, 

(I think she meant the date that Major Kehoe was supposed to speak 
in Detroit to Saucer Club fans). She said that she had been helping 
Laura Marxer out lately, I asked her how Marxer was doing showing her 
movie, "The Day The Earth Stood Still", She replied - no good. She 
said,"You know these people from out of town do not take to this thing 
the v;ay the city people do", .(Marxer was to tour the small towns in 
Michigan, show the movie and speak on Flying Saucers) 

I met Mrs, Marxer (Laura) too. She told me she was having a 
program at the Fordson High School, in Dearborn, Michigan, on January 
21, 1955 at 8:00 p,m, would I like to come ? I said I would. She is 
going to talk on a recent sighting in Dearborn and have some of the 
people that were in on the sightings there also, A Mr, B, Wallace will 
also be one of the speakers, Mr, Wallace is a young electrical engineer, 
a member of the Saucer Club, Then she told me, more or less confiden- 
tialy, she was putting this program on because she had to do something, 
her money was‘getting right down to the last dollar, I assume therefore, 
she is putting on this program for her own financial reasons. The more 
I hear this woman talk the more concerned I am about her mental attitude, 
I don't know what kind of an audience will be a part of this program, ■ 
but if they are High School kids it could well turn into a riot. If she 
speaks directly and someone challenges her remarks, and this gains momen¬ 
tum it may cause trouble. On the other hand if the audience is composed 
of adults, of course the thinking will be divided, some will think she 
is a crackpot and the rest will eat every word she says. 


Several other Saucer Club members were there I only nodded to them, 

I left at the intermission period. Not wishing to be to conspicuous in 
my actions, Mr, Maday thanked me again and said now he owed me ten 
dollars and due to the poor attendence he did'nt know how he could pay 
me, I told him to forget it and maybe another program we could make it 
up, I did not count the tickets sold or the number at the door for this 
lecture. But I would guess that the attendence for this n^)ght would be 
about 130 people, I would say about 15 entered without paying, I knew 
this was the final night and Mr, Maday would be busy balancing up the take 
for the two days, I did not want him to think I was nosey enough to want 
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to knov/ the final outcome, I think you see my point. 

Please refer to the opening paragrapg on discussion about the 
letter I received from Thissally Miller. I recall one other remark 
Mr. Maday made to me in speaking about this letter. He said it was 
wrong for her to write a letter like this because it deals with the 
occult,:^n the saucer business there is no room for this stuff. He 
said however, he does believe in some forms of E.S.P. (Extra Sensory 
Perception) 

This lecture, from the platform or the audience, did no sign 
of talk of Flying Saucers take place. The only talk if any was be¬ 
tween members of the saucer group in a whispered silence.

or that we could not control.” Another lecturer in 
Detroit was TRUMAN BETHURUM. The sponsors of these 
speakers were HELEN REEVE, LAURA MARXER, HENRI MADAI and 
RONALD COOK. According to pamphlets furnished by Mr. 
GOODMAN a "Flying Saucer Review Group” was to be formed. 
This was he^lded by HENRY MADAI, 364 West Lewiston, 

Ferndale, Michigan, who uses the pen name, JARED LION. 

He is Editor, Bresser CrdSs Index Directory, Detroit. 

They also advised that LAtJRA MARXER was formerly the one 
portrayihg the personality "MIDGE” in the program 
"Playschool” over Station WJ-TV. 

On July 13 , 1954 , Mr. GOODMAN advised that MADAI 
was bringing to Detroit someone who had talked to people 
.from Venus, Clarion, etc., who are more highly advanced 
than earth people. These people allegedly advocated the 
Golden Rule as the only workable rule. Mr. GOODMAN 
said a meeting was to be held of this "Saucer” group on 
July 15 , 1954. Mr. GOODMAN felt such an organization 
could use the flying saucer "scare" as political propaganda 
or that it may have’ a psuedo-religious view. He said 
they opposed the atomic bomb and warfare. 

Miss LOUISE MOONEY, BB54 Stoepel, Detroit advised 
that she attended the July 15j 1954> meeting of the flying 
saucer group.

He also stated that on 
eptember 25, 1954, LAURA MARXER advised him he was a 
group leader in the club and his duties would be to keep 
up with the^latest developments and advise his group, the 
names of which he would receive from Miss COYNE. 

The Detroit Free Press of September 29, 1954, 
said in an article thrat- th.e DFSC met September 2S, 1954, 
and DESMOND-LESLIE, British Flying Saucer authority, 
spoke, stating that GEORGE ADAMSKI made contact two years 
ago with space people in a California desert. 

T-1 advised on October 13, 1954, that LAURA,MARXER 
had asked him to call a meeting of one group in the 
DFSC. At this time the Informant said he felt he knew 
less about the club than anyone, but that it'-TffOiild make 
a good cover for subversive activities. He advised 
that, according to MARXER, the object of group 
discussions was: 

Ifl To indoctrinate people to receive space 
people. 

2. Mass landings in Detroit in October (not 
further explained.) 

3* A saucer lauded at 4:30 a. m., September 30, 
1954 , at Rotunda Drive and Southfield (Detroit) 
with strange greenish men in brown uniforms. 


- 4 - 
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4» Unseen psychic forces (no further explanation). 

T-1 stated that this group meeting took place 
October 24, 1954, with most of the discussion about 
religion, science, and just double talk. The Informant 
said one person at this meeting, one RUTH BAILEY, said 
she was an athiest. At the meeting it was stated twenty 
such groups exist. LAURA MARXER, who was there, said . 
there would be landings of saucers in Detroit in October, 
but she could be wronge 

This Informant advised that a group leaders 
meeting was. held ^^overaber 6, 1954, at the home of one 
EDWARD .ANDREWS, 7323 Mayburn, Dearborno Seventeen 
group leaders were there and the Informant said he did 
not consider it in any way subversive. The complete 
Board of Directors of the DFSC are: 

HENRI MADAY, President 

LAURA MARXER, Vice-President 

DOLORES M. COYNE, Secretary 

JOHN C. HOFFMAN, Treasurer 

HOWARD KEHL

The Informant said the purpose of this leaders 
meeting was to discuss how to handle issues arising in 
group meetings. These were: 

1. Religious 

2. Group representation to the Board of Directors 
of the club. 

The group leaders are supposed to control discussion 
and not offend any religious group. 

The Informant said that at this meeting one 
FRMK R. SCHUSTER, a group leader, 3022 Chalmers, Detroit, 
said that JOHN HOFFMAN opposed gr'^up meetings because 
of accusations against them of sutversive activities. 

An unidentified person said he did P-ot think it true, 
but it was alleged,, one member of the Board of Directors

was a Communist. MADAY answered this by saying he- 
would mention no names, but' the accuser should see him 
about this, and the accused was not a Communist. He 
said fellow travellers could get in or infiltrate the 
club, but he was at a loss as to any way of controlling 
that. As a result of this meeting, the Infomant felt 
the group might be subversive, or else a new religious 
group. He felt it all stems from ADAMSKI in California, 
Informant said it was mentioned that one EIC. WILKINSON, 
a flying saucer speaker, had moved to Detroit. 

At this same meeting MADAY said that had saucer 
landings occurred in Detroit in October, the group leaders 
would have been the first to know it. MADAY said he 
reported to ADAMSKI the predictions of MARKER and ADAMSKI 
felt she should not predict more than 30 days in advance, 
and even that was no good sometimes, 

T-1 said that on November S, 1954> LAURA MARKER 
said she was resigning from the Board of Directors of the 
club as she had too many outside interests and she had 
to eato She said she was going to show the film "The 
Day the Earth Stood Still" around ^uchigan as a result 
of having met two men (not named). She said ADAMSKI 
in California was her God, even admitting his earthly 
faults. 


This Informant advised on January 5, 1955> that 
MADAY told him LAURA MARKER was to be considered an 
inactive member and officer, but that she would retain 
her position as Vice-President, although inactive, and 
no one else would fill this position. The Informant, 
said the organization of the club is very loose and 
that its address, 6432 Cass Avenue, Detroib, was in fact 
only a secretarial service which accepted the mail and 
telephone calls for the club, “e said this secretarial 
service also did the DFSC mimeographing and stenographic 
duties. The DFSC had no office space of their own. 

The Informant said that the DFSC owed one Btrs, 
SMITH, who owned the secretarial servioO at 6432 Cass 
Avenue, |150,00 about two months ago an^ that had now 
amounted to $500,00-;, The Informant, said there has never 
been any organized attempt to obtain members for the 
club or any fund raising appeals. He said anyone 
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going to the DPSC meeting?, especially those where 
admission is charged due to the appearance of a more 
or less \Trell known speaker, and registering their 
attendance might he considered a member. At this 
time the Informant felt the Officers of the club must 
have more information than they have indicated at 
any of the meetings, “e felt either they knew more 
than they have said about flying saucers or that it 
could be a hoax. He did not think the latter was 
the case, since so many people were involved, but 
could not be sure. 

The Informant said he did not think Communists? 
or Communism had any connection with the club. 

T-1 advised that on December 6, 1954> a meeting 
was held at Hancock and Second, Detroit with HENRY 
MAD AY as chairman. Other Directors present were, 

JOHN-C. HOFFMAN, HOWARD KEHL, MADELINE MENDE and 
RANDALL COX. The remainder present were group leaders. 

This Informant said that inuch of what was 
said was double talk and as an example various officers 
of the club stated: 

HENRY MADAY - Speaking on the sub^ ct of God 
said ’’The Master is the cosmic high. We in this 
room, are being used by the Master. Once we get 
into this thing there*s no turning back”. He added 
that group leaders should not sell saucer information 
to groups but should encourage discussion about 
sightings, literature, tape recordings of speeches, 
religious and scientific angles. 

■ HOWARD KEHL - ^e mentioned he had a business 
acquaintance who he did not want to know he was a 
member of the DFSC as he would be considered a crack 
pot. He said he was in this searching for a way to 
get off the earth. People are tired of vdiat has 
been going on here on earth for a long time and were 
looking for a way out. 

MADELINE MENDE - Said she was a student of the 
4th dimension and that her aim in the DFSC was to 
spread the gospel of the coming of the people of other 
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worlds- and the massed landings© 

JOHN HOFFMAN ~ Said flyers from Self ridge 
Field took pictures of flying saucers with nose gun 
cameras.- The pictures were flown to the Pentagon 
and the- peo-ple acted as if these pictures were old 
- and repetitous, indicating they had more important 
information regarding^space ships© One of three 
planes (at Selfridge Field) involved in taking 
pictures had run out of gas and crash landed up 
north. HOFFMAN said, when asked why he did not write 
a book, that there would be a better source of 
revelation soon, but he couldnH talk about It 
at this time. He said that everyone in this r'oom 
wonders what part he or she will play in this thing. 
When the time comes we will know, until then we 
should just build up to it. • 

The Informant said it was mentioned at 
this meeting that LAURA MARXER was showing the 
movie ”The Day the Earth Stood S-tiH’*- -ioi Panhiac 
on December 12, 1954> presented by the^Sauc^r 
Research Society”, which has not been previously 
mentioned. 

On January 11, 1955> T-1 advised he had been 
in conversation with HENRY MADAY. One member of the 
DFSC had received a letter from one THISSALY MILLER, 
S 645 Bridge Lake Road, ^larkston, Michigan, which 
stated MILLER was lihe "contact for Groth of Venus" 
and a contact with some of the officers of the DFSC 
would be made by GROTH on January 11, 1955> 3b 6432 
Gass, Detroit. No such contact took place. MADAY 
said it was wrong for MLLER to send out a letter • 

Such as this and he had;' phoned her and asked her 
not to do it as it. wasu no't according ta the Master’s 
plan. He sai'd the trouble with the^^ehigan State 
College Professor’s recent incident (mentioned later 
herein) with the newspapers, ard with the lady in 
Chicago (possibly DOROTHY MlfiRTIN mentioned hereinafter) 
was that only one person knew of the things he 
advocated. MADAY said it failed because "its not 
according to the ^aster’s plan that only one person 
has the answer as to what is going to take place." 
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On January 1955» the Informant said that 
DOLORES COTNEj the secretary of DFSC said that LAURA 
MARXER was doing no good in her showings of the movie 
she had, MARXER mentioned that she was putting on 
the programs because she had to do something, that 
she was getting down to her last dollar. The Infomant 
mentioned that the more he hears MARXER talk the more 
concerned he feels about her mental stability. 


The DFSC will show a film, according to a 
circular sent out, entitled **We Have Seen the Saucers” 
on January 26, 1955> at the Detroit Art Institute, Also 
on this program will be a speaker, TOM EICHOFF, independent 
saucer investigator and businessman from Cincinnati, Ohio, 


Ori‘ November IS, 1954> Informant Detroit T-2, a 
reputable businessman in Detroit, furnished literature 
. put out by Dr, CHARLES A. LAUGHEAD, 407 Clarendon Road, 
East Lansing, Michigan, This material was obtained by 
I^ormant s son in a flying saucer discussion or class, 
LAUGHEADmaterial is in the form of two letters with 
attachments, to American editors and publishers, stating 
^^e feels they should publish it. He claims messages 
are received by extra sensory perception from other 
planets, which are watching the earth. He said one B^s, 
Dorothy martin, Oak Park, Illinois receives the messagss 
mostly as lessons for flying saucer clubs. He said,she, 
one day, picked up her pencil and it began to write for '• 
her in the form of these messages, LAUGHEADi'^s letters to 

August 30, 1954, and September 17, 1954. 
MARTIN’S writings are set out as recordings, all in 1954, 
from April to August 27, 1954. One, dated April 24, 1954, 
captioned Telepathy Our Oonuuon Means of Communication 
Dr# SEARLE BEIGLOW of Lansing, ^ichigan”^ states that 
BEIGLOW w^s a physician and psychiatrist who suffered 
much, and was persecuted for his unorthodox lessons in 
mental disease. He seems to be the contact with outer 
space. 


A sample of the recordings of MARTIN as set out 
by LAUGHEAD are: 
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"The saucers are over West Virginia taking listings 
of the worlds s industrial people that make war material and 
profit from war assets. They are going to land and make 
contact with you people of Earth in May", Recorded -^pril 24 

1954.

"When you go to the lecture you will be contacted 
by a man from Langley Field. He has been to our planet 
for a brief stay. He will say to you *You are early*. 
That will be his sign to you that he knows you. He came 
through the atmosphere as a beam of light...,." Recorded 
April 24, 1954o 

(The "you" in above recording is unidentified, but 
may refer to Dr, BEIGLOW mentioned in a recording on same 
date)o 


"This is to say that we are cdming into your 
earth vision in numbers and will be sfe^P by many over 
the city of New York, Washington, D. C,, Seattle, and 
Chicago. We will land in various J)laces, including West 
Virginia, the Carolines and J^efmoot. ^e have contacts 
there...."I Recorded May 19', 1954* 

In anAugust 15> 1954> recording, a warning of a 
great catastrophe is mentioned. Then in a recording 
August 25, 1954> the following: 

"This is not limited to the local area, for the cast 
of the country of the United States of America is that it 
is to break in twain. In the area of the Mississippi, in 
the region of Canada, Great Lakes, and the Mississippi to 
the Gulf of Mexico, into Central America will be changed. 
The great tlting of the land of the United States to the 
East will throw up mountains along the Central States, 
along the Great,New Sea, along the North and South." 

Then again on August 27> 1954> the following: 

"The uprising of the Atlantic bottom will submerge 
the land of the Atlantic seaboard. The cast of the risen 
land will be as the new mountain range of the East..... 

At the high point they will stand as 13,000 feet.... 

The mountain range will extend' to the Equator. The land of 
England will be as nothing seen; the land of France to 
the bottom of the Atlantic; the cast of great Russia will 
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be as the sea of one which is now called the Black Sea 
extending to the Mediterranean. a-** 

In his letter of' September 1% 1954» LAUGHEAD 
predicted the date all this was to occur would be 
December 21, 1954» He said there would be earthquakes, 
tall buildings would fall (in Chicago and the midwest), 
and the waters of Lake Michigan would rise in a wave 
covering the city and extending to Lake Erie. 

Many of the writings of MARTIN are incomprehensible. 

The December IS, 1954j issue of the Detroit News 
carries an article stating that Dr. CHARLES LAUGHEAD had 
warned of a coming world catastrophe and predicted the 
end of the world on December 21, 1954j had lost his job 
at Michigan State College Hospital due to this. He said 
he got his information from Mrs. DOROTHY MARTIN, a 53 
year old grandmother from Oak Park, Illinois. 

The December 21, 1954> Detroit Free Press carried 
a similar article about LAUGHEAD and Mrs. MARTIN regarding 
the end of the world. 

The January 1, 1955> issue of the Detroit News 
contains an article stating that Dr. CHARLES A. LAUGHEAD ’ 
had been pronounced sane after a court hearing in Lansing, 
Michigan while Mrs. MARTIN agreed to be placed under 
psychiatric care rather than face prosecution. She was¬ 
te have been charged with inciting a riot and contributing 
to the delinquency of children by frightening them with 
her forecasts. 

The January 4> 1955> issue of the Detroit Free 
Press contains a letter to the editor by LAURA MARXER 
stating that she speaks for "the countless volunteer 
civilian flying saucer researchers who are conducting St 
serious investigation of the presence of unidentified 
flying objects in the skies...." "There are over 1,500 
volunteer civilian saucer researchers in Detroit and 
surrounding areas. Some of us have gone into personal 
financial debt because our own physical saucer experiences 
were of such substantial and serious nature that we 
feel that all- that can be known about flying saucers 
should be known.« It would appear,' under the circumstances, 
that we are in the ignored minority.....” 
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She goes on to say that LAUGHEAD, in his enthusiasm, 
used bad judgement and allowed his ego to be appealed to 
by what he felt were authentic messages. She ended her 
letter ”The editors who refuse to fairly differentiate 
between the LAUGHEAD^s ^grievious human error* and the 
physical research that is being done by civilians every¬ 
where deserve a like fate.” 

On December 27, 1954, Informant T-3, a law enforcement 
officer who is familiar with the DFSC, advised that EANDALL 
COX, one of the club officers, had said he was working ”in 
conjunction mth the FBI” and that COX was to go to 
%shington, ^ C. for a conference. He reportedly was to 
bring with him one JOHN C. HOFFMAN, another club officer. 

On ‘January 11, 1955, COX, who is a partner in a 
used car business at 17177 Livernois, Detroit, advised 
SA PAUL M. W. STERNER and the reporting Agent that he 
had made no statement that he was working with or had 
any connection with the FBI. He felt some such allegation 
could have resulted from questions asked during flying 
saucer meetings as to whether information had been 
furnished the FBI or other Government agency* COX said 
the club would be willing to cooperate with anyone at any 
time. COX said that he and HOFFMAN were going to 
Washington, D. C. to present their information ”to the 
Pentagon” and they hoped to see ”someone in Air Force 
Intelligence”. He said they hoped to take with them one 
or two who had actually seen flying saucers. If no one 
who had seen them would go, then they hoped to produce 
affidavits from sighters of saucers. COX explained their, 
purpose in going to Washington as being to furnish wha'*' ■ 
information they have on flying saucers, including affidavits 
and possibly photographs as well as to obtain what 
information they could on saucers from the Government. 

COX said he knew of no information they had which 
might effect the national defense or internal security of 
the United Stjates. He claimed that one JOHN FRY, a 
technician now assigned to'Sandia, New Mexico Air Force 
Base has actually flown in a saucer from Sandia Base to 
New York ^ity, the round trip lasting only 30 minutes. 

COX said FRY was toe ome to; Detroit in the future to 
speak. COX claims saucer club^ have actually received 
messages from outer space and although says he':does not 
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know, he feels they do exist o He says they have been 
seen by many people and claims he has seen them himself© 

"e feels the purpose of contacts with earth is limited 
at this time to preparing people to receive landings from 
outer space. He said the saucers are friendly to the 
United States. He said all planets but earth have 
conquered outer space and outer space people consider 
those on earth the lowest form of universal existance© 

COX said he felt that LAUGHEAD was misunderstood, but 
had allowed his thinkings to dwell too much on the 
possibilities of flying saucers and outer space. COX 
felt LAUGHEAD*s wife was the one who w^s irrational 
rather than LAUGHEADj 

T“1 advised on January 10, 1955> that even though 
he knew of no activities of a subversive nature as far 
as the DFSC was concerned, he still was mistrusting of 
them. _ He felt they could be a new religious cult or 4uat 
fanatics. He said he could not dispel the one possibility 
that the club or saucer organization generally, either 
nationally or internationally, could be controlled or 
directed by a foreign power. One purpose of" the Club is 
to prepare people for saucer landings. The Informant 
felt this would be an excellent med'^um tp prepare for 
landings of any typ.e craft qf a more or less unfamiliar 
nature and they need not be too remote in appearance 
from ordinary craft. Informant felt if the people v'ere 
prepared to accept such craft it might be much easier 
for a foreign power, such as Russia, to suddenly invade 
the United States. The Informant said the people would 
actually be accepting an enemy force as friends when it 
would be too late to take other effective action.

”The Detroit Times,” a Detroit daily newspapen of 
February 6, 1955s Ten Star Pinal Edition, page 11, column 1, carried 
an article datelined February 5 at Singapore stating that "The Universal 
Plying Saucer Bureau is now in business," Xt states the organization 
has the official blessing from the government of that British colony 
through exemption from registration. The chairman is listed as a 
Chinese, ONG CHONG^SENG, a rocket enthusiast, who reports that the 
organization intends to track down rumored arrivals from outer space. 
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T-lj, wlio lias furnished reliable information 
in the pastg and who is well acquainted with the activities of 
the DPSCj advised that this club was sponsoring an adventure 
film and speech by JOHN D, CRAIG on February l8j, 195^s at the 
Masonic' Templej Detroitj, Michigan, The film is entitled 
"Atoms and Atolls," 


Informant stated that many people connected 
vjith the DPSC objected to sponsorship of this movie and talk 
inasmuch as it had nothing to do with flying sa^ucers, 

The February 23» 195^> issue of "The Detroit 
Times"' Pinal Red Line Edition, page 21, column 5s contains an 
article stating that a,ccording to Dr, WALTER R, DORNBER($R, 
missile specialist for Bell Aircraft Corporation of Buffalo 
and a developer of the German V-2 Rocket, stated that ninety- 
two percent of the flying' saucers are nothing more than 
meteorological conditions, DORENBEROIR stated "If saucers were 
real they would cause shock waves but no such waves have been 
recorded," 


The February 23» 1955s issue of "The Detroit 
Pre^ Press," another daily Detroit newspaper, in its Metro 
Final Edition, page 38? columns 7 and 8, contained similar 
comments regarding Dr, DORNBERGER, who addressed the 
Engineering Society of Detroit, 

On March 5> 1955> T-1 advised that he is of 
the opinion there is nothing of a subversive nature connected 
with the DPSC, T-1 stpted that some of the programs put on 
under the sponsorship pf the DPSC have actually been ideas of 
HENRY MADAY, its Presidsnt, possibly for one of two reasons 
or both. The first is to gain prestige for MADAY and the 
second to obtain money.

The film was to be shown at the Pontiac Hi^ School auditorium,

On March 8, 1955* T-1 advised that MALAY and 
WILLIAMSON ha<|, on their own, without the knowledge of the DPSC, 
formed the Plying Sahcer Council of America and that it has no 
organization other than its name.

The January 30 , 1955, issue of this publica¬ 
tion was made available by T-1 and it is noted that it claims 
to be a monthly publication with HENRY MALAY as its Edito:^ with 
publication office at 6ij.32 Cass Avenue, Detroit 2, Michigan, 

The price is $*25 a copy or five issues for $1*00, 
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T-1 advised Ijhat 611-32 Cass Avenue, Detroit, 
is the address of a secretarial service through 'which the DPSO 
handles its mailing and receives mail, but that there is no 
office space at this address* • 

T-1 advised that the publication ”The Vimana’* 
will probably not be a regular publication but will be spasmodic 
in appearance * 


On the cover of the publication it states 
”The Vimana** is “Sanskrit for ’Boat of the Air’’’, On page 1 of 
the publication, -it states “The Vimana’’ is “Sanskrit for ’To 
Traverse Course”’, 


The January 30, 1955 issue of ’’The Vimana” 
carries as its first article a description of the film ”We Have 
Seen the Saucers”, It says it was produced in California under 
the direction of ,ANDE VAIL Productions, and that ’’personal 
sacrifice was involved concerning the various people Interviewed 
during the filming. Several of these individuals were afraid 
of losing their jobs because of their part in the film,,,,” 

It states the film shows a “fireball” and a saucer and states, 
“While n6 great detail can be observed, nevertheless, the 
Saucer is visible as a very intense, white li^t, while the 
force-field is clearly visible in transparency around the craft,” 
This article states that “One of the highlights of the film is 
where Sgt, Murphy describes the astounding sighting at White 
Sand's, New Mexico when two Saucers trailed an experimental rocket

She advised this organization has been active in Saginaw 
since 1956 and that there are many such organizations in the 
U.S., not actually united, organizationally, but cooperative 
with each other to the extent that information is exchanged. 

She advised there is no national publication, but that 
there is an U.F.O. publication in Saginaw, but it has no 
official connection with U.F.O., Saginaw. She explained it 
is an independent publication and soy ie of the rubbers of 
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the U.F.O. in Saginav/, also are connected with the publication. 

Mrs. CRAKER stated she has been interested in space and space 
activity since 1947 and since she is an Associate Editor of the 
U.F.O. Journal, published in Saginaw, she is interested in publishing 
in this Journal, information concerning space activity, missiles, 
aircraft, etc. 

She immediately made reference to two books, both of which she 
obtained from the Public Library, Saginaw. They are: 

1. Project Satellite 

Edited by KENNETH ¥. GATLAND, F.R.A.S. 

The British Book Centre, New Yonk (195^) 

2. The Making of a Moon 

By ARTHUR C. CLARKE 

Harper & Bros., New York (1957» 

She stated these books deal with missiles, their make-up, 
their flight travel, their capabilities, etc. Mrs. CRAMER wanted 
the permission of the reporting agent to take information from these 
books and publish^^ it in her U.F.O. Journal. She explained that 
she did not have to use the v/ords of the author, such as X-15 missile, 
but that in referring to this same missile, she could use the words 
Space Vehicle and instead of using the words miles per hour, she 
would break it down in fractions, of the speed of sound. Agent 
FRAZIER advised Mrs. CRAI'^ER that he could neither grant her permission 
nor deny her permission to reprint this information. She was further 
advised normal procedure vjould be to ask permission of the publishers 
and if this was not possible, an attorney of her ovm choice, could 
be contacted for the purpose of determining whether her quotations 
were legal. 

l^Irs. CRAI!4ER advised that she felt these books disclosed too much 
classified information and information of a technical nature. She 
felt the general public should not be aware of this information. 

She stated that she felt the information in this book has not been 
censored by the Department of Defense. She stated she heard of other 
instances when scientists inadvertently disclosed confidential infor¬ 
mation. When questioned concerning this statement, Mrs. CRAMER could 
not furnish any specific details, instances, names, etc. 

Mrs. CRAMER advised she heard from a source that a secret meeting 
was held in the Hotel Statler, Detroit, in 195S» The purpose of the 
meeting was to discuss aircraft and the people in attendance were 
representatives of "engineering society", "head of General Electric", 
and "those type of people". She advised that MMM the real purpose of 
the meeting was to discuss a new type of fuel, namely "neutronic fuel”, 
v;hich will eliminate the use of coal, gas, wood, etc. as fuel. 







She advised that she does not know the identities of any 
persons present at this meeting and does not knov/ v;hether her 
source of information, attended the meeting. She does not recall 
the date of the meeting. She stated that in connection v;ith the 
date of the meeting, it was subsequent to the time in 195^, when 
President EISEWHOvJER visited the West Coast and was the guest on 
a ranch. She stated this received notice in the newspapers. 

She advised she further heard that when the President of the 
U.S. visited the V/est Coast, she heard that the newspaper reporters 
could not find him for three days and it was her information that 
the President was out at Muroc Air Field and that he v;itnessed the 
test of this new "neutronic fuel". She stated she heard the meeting 
in the Hotel StatiLer was subsequent to the President’s visit to 
California. 

Mrs. CRilvIER advised she would not disclose her source of 
information, unless she felt or knew that the revealing of this 
meeti>-g in Detroit and its purpose by her source constituted a 
threat or breach of the internal security of the U.S. She stated 
she wanted to publish in her U.F.O. Journal, for the benefit of 
its readers, this information on the "neutronic fuel", however, 
she stated she wanted permission. 

Mrs. CRAMER v/as informed of the Bureau’s interest and its 
responsibility in the fi&id of intfeenal security, hov/ever, she 
refused to divulge her source of information, stating the information 
was furnished her in confidence. 

Mrs. CRAMER further voluntbered she heard that the CIA 
is employmng men with’'extra-sensory" perception. She explained that 
terra by saj'-ing "mental telepathy", the ability to read another’s mind. 
She stated "everyone knows the brain sends out waves, which can be 
understood". 

Mrs. CRAMER voluntfeered she was in the V/acs and it was elicited 
from her that she served from 11/8/43 to 12/13/45) under Serial 
Number A 6 II 6 OO. She volunteered she was in the Signal Corps in 
Chicago, Ill., and was in the service under the name of ELNORA M. M 
CRAMER. 


She stated the Dept, of Air Force has radiculed the UFO 
organization and she feels that the USAF is treating her and members 
of her organization as children by not dii:ulging their information 
concerning unidentified flying objects. She advised that there have 
been too many reports of unidentified flying objects by too many 
responsible people, which indicates there is truth in this matter. 






From Agent FRAZIER’S observation, Mrs. GRAINIER is a married 
woman, approximately 40 bo 45* She x-vears glasses. During the 
course of the interview it became apparent that her vocabulary 
was limited, her pronunciation faulty and her conversation 
illogical. It ajj-pears that j-'irs. CRAI'-liR is a fanatic in bhe 
field of unidentified flying objects and she admittedly had 
read numerous publications in this matter.

On 1 / 11 / 5 ^ an unidentified female called 
the Detroit Office to state that she had a publication 
in which capabilities of rockets and missiles developed 
by the United States was printed. 

She stated that this information should 
not appear in print and stated that she wanted to advise the 
FBI that this information which should be regarded as 
secret was in print. She stated that it v;as not undesirable 
fcr her to read this material, but if the general public 
read data of this type it could very easily cause a panic 
and riot. 


Agent explained to her that the FBI had 
no jurisdiction or responsibility in releasing information 
of this type for publication. She explained that the 
information appeared in a regular bound book. 

Agent thanked this individual for the information 
and explained that it would be the prime responsibility of 
the service that had developed the missile such as the Air 
Force, Army or Navy, to determine v;hat data pertaining to 
the missile could be released for publication. 


She did not at any time mention that she 
wanted to use this material for any type of publication 
nor did she mention any secret meeting at the Hotel Statler. 


There was no indication that the call was 
a long distance call. She was thanked for her call to the 
FBI and she was again advised that any information released 
for publication was released through, the Defense Department 
of the United States in general and directly through the 
interested Service. . * 

She did not mention at any time that she ^ 
intended to reprint any of the material that she claimed 




to have read v^hich pertained to 
not think should be released.

He couldn’t exhibit the a^.tual ^ 
print, because it had been sent 
to the United States Air Force 
by the local FBI office. The Air 
Force is purported to carry a 
substantial file on UFO's (Un¬ 
identified Flying Objects) and al¬ 
though most .such reports have 
been attributed to natural phe¬ 
nomena by the AF, the file re¬ 
mains open. 

Perry says many persons saw 
the object on his film before it 
was sent to Washington. Among 
these, he adds, is- the Grand 
Blanc Chief of Police, State Po¬ 
lice and numerous customers of 
his restaurant. It has been esti¬ 
mated that the object was about 
fifty miles up when the Grand 
Blanc man inadvertently caught

While the Air Force may scoff 
at “real" flying saucers, there 
are others who hot only believe 
that they exist, but also that 
they are being operated by in¬ 
terplanetary beings.
